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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim amendments overcome the objection 
to claim 15 but do not overcome the prior art rejections. Regarding claim 1, applicant is too narrowly construing "engage." Engage does 
not mean connect or attach. Both Neer and Yamamoto allow the syringe adaptor and mounting member to "engage" regardless of 
orientation. Regarding claim 2, applicant is also narrowly construing "continuous." Since the capture member distal ledge of both Neer and 
Yamamoto has no holes, it is continuous. Finally, applicant did not respond to Neer as applied to claims 14 and 15. 
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
